A bill to protect the unborn 
from the crippling and sometimes 
deadly effects of German meas- 
les /(Rubella) was . introduced in 
the General Assembly, recently. 

Representative John H. Conolly, 
Waukcgan, introduced a bill that 
would require a woman who is 
seeking a marriage license to of- 
fer a physician's certificate show- 
ing that she had been tested for 
susceptibility to Rubella and has 
been proved immune. In the ab- 
sence of such proof by test, the 
wpman would bo required to 
submit- a physician's statement 
that she had been immunized 
against Rubella. 

H o w e v.o r,=, the requirement 
would not apply whoiv the woman 
was pregnant at the time of ap- 
plying for a marriage license.' 
. "Medical authorities 'estimate 
that 50,000 babies cither, died in 
the womb or were born with ser- 
ious defects as a result of a Ger- 
man measles epidemic in 1964- 
65," Conolly said. "The insidious 
thing about Rubella (German 
measles) is that the symptoms 
can be so mild that a pregnant 
woman may not know she has 
had the disease until her child is 
born deformed. 

"Fortunately, 9 out of. 10 have 
had a . mild case ■ of German 
measles in childhood and arc im- 
mune. A test, the HAI test 
(hemagglutin-inhiblting antibody) 
has been, developed which will 
tell. If the result is negative, it 
is an indication the individual is 
susceptible to Rubella. 

"This bill— by requiring the test 
before marriage— would alert a 
.susceptible woman to this dan- 
ger. She would then have the op* 
portunlty to be immunized. Then, 
after waiting for a 2 month' per- 
iod— as her physician would prob- 
ably recommend— she could again 
apply for a marriage. 

"This wait is necessary because 
Rubella vaccination during preg- 



nancy can cause the disease, in 
the unborn, and the infective per- 
iod for the mother is believed to 
last for 2 months after vaccina- 
tion. 

"Nine out of 10 can be expected 
to pass the test and will, qualify 
at once for a marriage license. 
This bill is intended to protect 
the future happiness of the one 
woman out of 10 who is suscepti- 
ble to Rubella."

For the third, time in Jess than 
three months, . the nation's, vet- 
erans/and servicemen ■ arc {bene- 
ficiaries of substantial savings 
on interest on home loans guaran- 
teed by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E. Johnson noted 
payments on a typical loan, as a 
result of the latest reduction . to 
7 per cent effective Feb.. 18, 
would be about $21 per month 
less than they were before they 
were reduced from the peak 8.5 
per cent interest rate last, De- 
cember. ' .

The Social' Se- 
curity increase bill passed by 
Congress is retroactive to Janu- 
ary, 1, 1071. Checks covering the 
May 1917 payment will reflect the 
10 per cent increase. The increase 
for January, February, March, 
and April will be paid in a sep- 
arate check' to go out later in 
.Time. g . 

The Social Security change also 
provides a 5 per cent increase in 
the special monthly payments 
(from general revenue funds) to 
certain people 72 years of age 
and older who are not' eligible for 
regular social security cash bene- 
fits, This increase is* also retro- 
active to January 1, 1971.

A bill to protect the unborn 
from the crippling and sometimes 
deadly effects of German meas- 
les (Rubella) was .Introduced in 
the General Assembly recently. . 

Representative John H. Conolly, 
Waukcgan, introduced a bill tlipt 
would require a woman who is 
seeking a marriage license to of- 
fer a physician's certificate show- 
ing that she had been tested for 
susceptibility to Rubella and has 
been proved Immune. In the ab- 
sence of such proof by test, the 
w.oman would bo required to 
submit- a physic ion's statement 
that she had been immunized 
against Rubella. 

H o w c v, o r,> the requirement 
would not 7 apply when . tho woman 
was pregnant at the time of ap- 
plying for a marriage license. 
. "Medical authorities 'estimate 
that. 50,000 babies either' died in 
the womb or were born with ser- 
ious defects as a result of a Ger- 
man measles epidemic in . 1964- 
65," Conolly said. "The insidious 
thing about Rubella (German 
measles) is that the symptoms 
can be so mild that a pregnant 
woman may not know she" has 
had tho disease until her child is 
born deformed," 

"Fortunately, 9 out of 10 have 
had a mild case of German 
measles in childhood and arc im- 
mune. A test, the HAI test 
(hcmagglutin-inhlblting antibody) 
has been, developed which will 
tell. If thb result is negative, it 
is an indication the individual is 
susceptible to Rubella. .... 

"This bill-by requiring tho test 
before marriage— would alert a 
susceptible woman to this dan- 
ger. She would then have tho op- 
portunity to be immunized. Then, 
after waiting for a 2 month per- 
iod— as her physician would prob- 
ably recommend— she could again 
apply for a marriage. 

"This wait is necessary because 
Rubella vaccination during preg- 



nancy can cause the disease. in 
the unborn, and the infective per- 
iod for tho mother is believed to 
last for 2 months after vaccina- 
tion. 

"Nine out of 10 can be expected 
to' pass the test and will, qualify 
at once for a marriage license. 
This bill is intended to protect 
the future happiness of the one 
woman out of 10 who Is suscepti- 
ble to Rubella."

the existing lightning rod has 
been struck by lightning and 
damaged the wiring, the sales- 
man-installer offers to make the 
necessary repairs right away. 
Where no lightning rod exists, 
they simply sell the customer a 
new installation. The equipment 
is carried with the salesman, 
thus making it unnecessary . for 
him to make a return trip. All 
sales are caSh. 

The Attorney General's office Is 
asking the help of all county 
sheriffs in Illinois in apprehend- 
ing, these peddlers, Scott's office 
alleges that these salesmen are 
deliberately misleading the cus- 
tomer with scare tactics and in- 
stalling unnecessary equipment at 
exorbitant fees. 

In light of reports from victims 
of the hoax who informed Scott's 
office of salesmen asking ques- 
tions as to bank balances, 
whether or not they live alone 
and gaining entrance to the home 
to do their work, it is feared that 
further repercussions may occur. 

'The salesmen, who are^sejf- 
emptoyed, obtain their merchan- 
dise from a lightning rod manu- 
facturing firm in Maryville,. Mo., 
and often represent themselves 
as being directly associated with 
the United Lightning Rod Protec- 
tion Company when, in fact, they 
are not. 

George Schafer, Chief of .Scott's 
Consumer Protection Division, 
said, "Should you' feel that light- 
ning rods are necessary protec- 
tion and you wish to use them, 
contact a local electrician, lum- 
ber yard or general contractor. 
Do not purchase such equpiment 
from traveling salesmen," 

Should a man or woman appear 
at your home selling lightning 
rods, get their license number 
and name, if possible, and report 
it to your sheriff or local police.'

Veterans and their dependents 
arc asking thousands of questions 
concerning the benefits their 
Government provides for them 
through -the' Veterans Administra- 
tion.

~ Q— I receive VA compensation 
for a service-connected disability. 
Am I also eligible for medication 
from the VA? 

A— Yes, a veteran' is eligible 
for medication from the Veterans 
Administration if it is required 
for a service-connected disability. 

Q— t have recently been award- 
ed Dependency and" Indemnity 
Compensation as the widow of a 
veteran kilted on active duty. .1 
am also a veteran and have my 
certificate of eligibility for a VA 
home loan. May I now obtain two 
VA home loans— one on my hus- 
band's service and one on mine? 

A— No. An unremarried widow 
of a man who died, while on active 
duty or who died from a service- 
conneclcd disability is eligible far 
a home loan based on her hus- 
band's entitlement, but only if 
she is not eligible on the basis of 
her own active duty. 
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Q— I have a National Service 
Ltfc Insurance Endowment Pol- 
icy which will mature in six 
months. Must I take the face 
value of the policy, or can I con- 
vert to another type of insur- 
ance? 

A— You may exchange it .for a 
policy of lesser cash value if you 
arc in good health. You would 
receive . the difference between 
thc. >k cndowmcril amount and the 
cash value of the new policy. 
This must be done, however, be- 
fore the policy matures. 

Q— My husband was a peace,-, 
time veteran. Is he .eligible for a 
flag for burial purposes? 
• A— Yes, providing he i served 
one enlistment , or was discharged 
because of service-connected dis- 
ability, 

Q— I am under 65 years of age 
and am receiving a disability 
pension through the VA as well as 
disability Social Security bene, 
fits. May I deduct my medical 
expenses from my income report- 
able for pension purposes? 

A— You should list the medical 
expenses' paid for the treatment 
of the disabilities wliich qualified 
you for Social Security disability 
benefits. The, VA will deduct 
Ihcse expenses from your' Social 
Security income. 

Ir— Arc business loans available 
able for post-Korean and Viet- 
nam Era veterans under any VA 

program^ + 

A— No. Business loans are -not 
authorized by VA for these veter- 
ans. Like, other citizens, they 
should contact the -Small Business 
Administration. ■.-, 



Bill, and married after I (started 
classes. Will I receive more 
money because I now have a 
wife? 

A— In most instances your edu- 
cation allowance will be increas- 
ed, as a result of your marriage. 
Tp^apply.jfor! these benefits, send 
the VA acopy of your marriage 
'license, along with your VA claim 
number. 

Q— How may I use my divi- 
dends to prevent my National Ser- 
vice Life Insurance from- laps* 
ing or to pay my premiums Id 
advance? ■ ■ . 

A— You have the choice .of a 
"credit option". or a "premium 
option." 

If you use the former, you must 
notify the VA before your next 
dividend is due; and request it be 
held as a credit. Then, when- 
ever, needed to prevent a policy 
lapse, one monthly premium at 
a lime will be deducted from the 
credit, and you will be notified. 

If you use the latter option, 
your dividend will be applied to 
pay your premiums as far in ad- 
vance as .possible, and you will 
be notified. You Will hot be bill- 
ed for premiums again until at 
least one month in advance of the 
date your next premium is due. 

Q— I am a veteran who re- 
ceives compensation from VA. 
Arc my children eligible for edu- 
cational assistance? 

A— Yes if you '-are 100 per cent 
permanently disabled from a ser- 
vice-connected cause, If less than 
100 per' cent disabled, no. 

Q— The VA guarantes 30 per 
cent of. a $9,000 loan for a mobile 
home. If a veteran pays off the 
loan and desires to buy a conven- 
tional home, how much guaranty 
is available?'-. 

A— Under provisions of the Vet- 
eran:;'* Housing Act of 1970, if the 
original mobile home loan Is 
paid in full, a veteran is entitled 
to the standard conventional 
home loan guaranty of $12,500. 

Q— My first husband was hilled 
in action during World War II. I 
remarried . in 1950, and my pay- 
ments from the VA were termin- 
ated. My second husband died in 
1960. I am receiving a small pen- 
sion from the VA, based on his 
nonscrvlcc-connectcd dchth. Con 
the VA. pay me anything on my 
first husband's service, now that 
I am a widow? 

A— Legislation effective Jan. ,1, 
1971, permits the VA to again pay 
death payments on. your_ first 
husband's,, death. VA cannot pay 
you for the death of both hus- 
bands, but you can elect to re- 
ceive the larger payment. The 
^minimum payment to a widow for 
a: servicerconnecled death is $167 
monthly.i'.A greater amount may 
be payab$i depending on thc.puy 
grade of your first husband. 
You; should, coritacL your VA; of-
